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THINGS THAT 
TAKE TIME 


“A Wise “Man’s Heart 
Discerneth Both Time 
And Judgment.” 


One of childhood’s earliest lessons 
is, that very few things come to us 
in a hurry. Even with all the swift- 
ness of present-day transit, it takes 
time to get anywhere. And very often 
the more important and more desir- 


able a thing is, the longer time it 
will take to secure it. Even a cab- 
bage takes a few months to mature, 
while some trees take scores or even 
hundreds of years to reach their ma- 
turity. To a child tomorrow seems 
a long way eff, while next week is a 
very long way ahead; and next year 
is so far away it isn’t worth both- 
ering about. What children want, 
they want at once or not at all, and 
even after they learn that they must 
wait, they find it very hard to wait 
patiently. 

Most of us probably imagine that 
we have outgrown our childhood, yet 
very many of us are often almost 
as impatient as children. It takes 
time to learn anything. Of course, 
some people are much quicker to 
grasp an idea than others, yet even 
so they must keep on learning. An 
expert isn’t made over night. You 
can’t make a good horseshoer by 
showing him how to drive nails; a 
good carpenter isn’t produced by a 
few hours work with saw and ham- 
mer, plane .and chisel; a good house- 
keeper can’t be turned out in the 
time it takes to perform the cere- 
mony; scholars don’t grow up in a 
night like mushrooms; farmers are 
not turned out in short six-week 
courses. You may take your degree 
in two years instead of five; you 
may pass twenty examinations in the 
time set for ten, but you don’t cheat 
nature very much. Getting thru and 
getting an education are not quite 
synonymous terms. When laying 
foundations it usually pays to dig 
deep. It is costly and we may _ not 
have much to show for it, yet it is 
safer and it is really necessary for 
permanence. 

It Takes Time To Learn 

We wonder if parents and teachers 
realize just the implication of this. 
Children usually learn, but slowly. 
We tell them a thing and they seem 
to understand it and in a few min- 
utes we have to tell them over again 
and we yonder how they can be so 
so stupid. Yet probably there were 
things we were taught 40 years ago 
and we haven’t learned them yet. It 
seems to take a whole lifetime to make 
a man. The preacher preaches a ser- 
mon on tithing and he thinks he has 
made a congregation of tithers, but he 
hasn’t by a long way. He preaches on 
smuggling and thinks he has cured his 
people of this nabit, but he may be 
thankful if he has made one convert. 

We learn but slowly, if we learn at 
all. It takes time to teach anything 
to either children or grown-ups. It 
also takes time to get acquainted with 
people. We don’t mean to learn their 
names and to associate their names 
and faces correctly. We mean, to get 
acquainted with them to the extent 
that we understand their characters 
sympathetically. A good many of us 
are proud of our ability to read char- 
acter and perhaps we do make few- 
er mistakes than some of our neigh- 
bors, yet some of us who possibly 
are proudest of our ability to read 
the characters of men, have made 
awful messes of understanding sym- 
pathetically even our own children, 
and some of us possibly do not even 
yet understand our loved: ones with 
whom we have been for over thirty 
or forty years. The truth is it takes 
time to get acquainted with people, 
and after we have known a person 
for ten or fifteen years and we think 
we know all about him, it often hap- 
pens that he says or does something 
which compels us to radically  re- 
adjust our estimate of him. It isn’t 
easy to understand other men, and 
the less we judge them the better. 

It takes time also to get acquaint- 
ed with ourselves. Most of us flatter 
ourselves, that no matter how we 
may have misjudged others at least 
we understand ourselves. We are 
sure there is no corner of our being 
which we have not explored. There 
is no tendency of our nature of which 





we are not aware, and yet it is prob- 


ably true of most of us that as grev- 
jous as may be our mistakes in regard

“When the Pharisees saw it, they 
said unto him, Behold, thy disciples 
do that which is not lawful to do up- 
on the sabbath day.” Matt. 12:2. 
The Sabbatt. question is one that 
has troubled the minds of the Chris- 
tians from very early times. So great 
has the agitation become that a body 
of people organized a church for the 
sole purpose of teaching the Sabbath 
question. And they have become so 
fanatical about it until they say that 
every one who goes to Heaven will 
have kept at least two Sabbath days 
holy. I said “fanatical” because that 
is just what I meant. Webster says 
fanatics are governed rather by im- 
agination than by judgment, quoting 
Stowe. Now where in all the Bible 
does it say that one must keep at 
least two Sabbath days holy? No- 
where. Then I said “fanatical” is 
right, for that is their imagination 
only. 

Someone asked me, “Do you object 
to folks keeping the Sabbath day 
holy?” My answer was, “I should say 
not.” Then I added, “I heartily ap- 
prove of it, and in addition to it, I 
will say that we must also keep the 
other six holy.” But I don’t find in 
the Scriptures that we Gentiles are 
commanded to pick out a certain day 
in the week and say that this day is 
better and deserves more and a deep- 
er consecration on our part than any 
other day. For that reason I believe 
that Monday is just as good and we 
should be just as devoted to God on 
that or any other day as on Saturday 
or Sunday. 

But go to the text: I would have 
you remember that Jesus was preach- 
ing and working at a time when the 
Jews were right in the midst of a 
great revival of Pharisaical _ strict- 
ness; and that strictness consisted 
of paying tithes, fasting and keeping 
the Sabbath. 

The word “Sabbath” came from 
the Hebrew word, shaw-bath, and 
from the Greek, sabbaton, both mean- 
ing, repose, i. e. desist from exertion, 
cease, etc. 

The first we hear of the Sabbath 
was after God had worked for six 
days, creating the heavens and the 
earth, and on the seventh day He 
rested. At that time God did not call 
it the Sabbath, neither did He tell 
man that He must rest on that day. 
Then for twenty-five hundred years of

human life upon the earth there is 
absolutely no mention made of it. 
Then God told the Jews thru Moses, 
that tomorrow was the Sabbath, and 


that they must bake and seethe all 
they were that @ay, tor, said Moses, 
tomorrow ye will not find. This 
shows that the Hebrew definition is 
correct. 

The children of Israez were to cease 
from the work they did on other 
days, that is, they were not to go 
out and gather manna, nor bake and 
seethe on that day. It was made a 
part of the law, to be a perpetual 
reminder to Israel of their separation 
to God, and was to be a sign between 
them. (Scofield). 

It was intended by the Lord to be 
a day of complete rest and besides 
the burnt offering that had to be of- 
fered continually, it was not intended 
for a day of worship. In God’s ll- 
seeing wisdom he was only making 
a human provision for man’s needs. 
It was not to be a day of exertion. 
in a religious service, and it was made 
only as the Lord Jesus said—for man. 
I repeat that man’s resting was not 
a pleasure to the Lord, any more 
than your resting would benefit me: 
and I say again that it was not in- 
tended to be regarded as a day unto 
the Lord, even under the law; but 
was a simple arrangement made for 
the preservation of man’s physical 
strength. Then you ask, why did God 
have the man stoned because he pick- 
ed up sticks and made fire on the 
Sabbath day? The answer is simply, 
God had given a commandment con- 
cerning man’s rest day and man had 
disobeyed that commandment and un- 
der the law man died without mercy 
under two or three witnesses. Then 


it can have a deeper meaning, God 
says that whosoever’ defileth this 
temple, him will God destroy, 


whether that defilement be unclean 
habits, eating too much, or overwork. 
I know that this is new, but consider 
and you will see it is true. However, 
I will say right here that most of us 
will never be destroyed from over 
work. But we can work too much. 
Moses was working himself too much 
and his father-in-law said it was not 
good; and God _ substantiated that 
statement when He told Moses _ to 
hearken to his father-in-law.

FOOLS AND 
AS FOOLS 


The Thought Deals with 
Fools and Such as are 
not Fools, but are 
as Fools

Our theme may seem a little pecu- 
liar, but since we find such a state 
of affairs is possible, we feel free 


to discuss such as are probable. Our 
text is found in 2d Samuel 3:33. 
“Died Abner as a fool dieth?” Hence, 
“fools and as fools.” 

We find that the word “fool” means 
one destitute of reason. The word 
“reason” means logical conclusions 
prompted by the powers of intellect. 
Now there are two intellects (super 
human), and to be void of either 
makes us a fool, from the standpoint 
of either. 


Solomon said, “Tne way of a fool 
is right in his own eyes.” He also 
says, “The sluggard is wiser in his 
own conceit than seven men who can 
render a reason.” Therefore, I am, 
personally, a strong contender for a 
reason—a logical explanation. 


I know that St. Paul said, “O the 
depth of the riches, both of the wis- 
dom and knowledge of God. How un- 
searchable are his judgments and his 
ways past finding out.” But Paul was 
having direct reference here to the 
goodness and mercy of God toward 
both Jew and Gentile in concluding 
them all in unbelief, that He might 
have mercy upon all, though He had 
cut the Jew off (the tame branch) 
and grafted in the Gentile (a wild 
branch) by nature. He also _ states 
that He would not have us ignorant 
of this mystery. Rom. 11:25-33. 

Back to our theme—“Fools and as 
Fools.” We will notice that’ the 
thought does not deal with fools en- 
tirely, but with such as are not fools, 
though act as, or do such things that 
cause them to suffer foolish conse- 
quences. Really, I do not know, but 
that more honor (or sympathy) 
rightly belongs to the person who 
does no better because they know 
no better, than the one who knows 
better and fails to do it or try. Solo- 
mon said, “A wise man feareth and 
departeth from evil, but the fool rag- 
eth and is confident.” Of course, some 
of these are descriptions of fools. 
From a mental standpoint, as just 
stated, there is a human intellect, 
also a divine intellect. Some of the 
greatest mental intellectual giants 
we have are midgets and dwarfs. 
Fools from a divine standpoint. It 
was the learned Scribes from Jeru- 
salem that came down and accused 
Jesus of casting out devils by Beelze- 
bub, the prince of devils. Just think, 
such wise men! (?) (such ignorant 
fools). 


Jesus said to the two on their way 
to Emmaus. “O, fools and slow of 
heart to believe all that prophets have 
written concerning Him.” This is the: 
one great drawback and hindrance to 
God’s people today—refusing to be- 
lieve and accept all that God’s ever- 
lasting, never-failing Word declares: 
—hence, “O, fools and slow of heart.” 
Not exactly fools either, but “as” 
fools. 


The man after Gos own heart said, 
“The fool hath said in his heart, 
There is no God.” It may be that you 
haven’t said that yet, but brother, 
when you lay aside the fundamental 
truths of God’s everlasting, never- 
failing Word and allow these satanic 
injectors (latter day Scribes) to 
pump you full of this d-evolution 
theory, you have almost said it; you 
are on the verge.

Pharisees were awfully strict about 
keeping the Sabbath and Jesus ask- 
ed them, Is it lawful to do that which 
is good on the Sabbath or any other 
day? and further intimating that it 
is better to do good on the Sabbath 
than not to do it at all. So for that 
reason only I believe that it is a 
good thing to have one day each 
week set apart, not as a Sabbath in 
the sense of the Mosaical law, but 
that people may come together to 
worship the Lord in religious  ser- 
vices, a thing wholly unknown in the 
law commandment. There are so many 
who will not do good on the other 
six days that if they can be trained 
to attend church on Sunday, may be 
they can be touched by the Spirit 
then, to them, as to everyone who has 
a touch from Him, every day will be 
holy, and good will predominate their 
lives all the time. The Pharisees 
were willing that a sufferer should 
endure another day of pain and 
agony, that the Sabbath be not brok- 
en; but Jesus saw in it only the op- 
portunity to heal the sick, cleanse 
the lepers, raise the dead, open the 
eyes of the blind and the ears of the 
deaf, and to save the sinner. TO HIM 
THE SABBATH WAS LIKE ALL 
OTHER DAYS for He did the same 
work on that day that He did on any 
other, only, if any difference He did 
more on the Sabbath. 

I would have you hear the answer 
Jesus gave the Pharisees, Matt. 12:3. 
But he said unto them, Have ye not 
read what David did, when he was an 
hungered, and they that were with 
him; how he entered into the house 
of God and did eat the shewbread, 
which was not lawful for him to eat, 
neither for them which were with 
Him, but for the Priests? This is of 
great importance to us, in enlighten- 
ing us on the Sabbath question. David 
was a type of Jesus. He had been 
anointed King by God’s messenger, 
Samuel, and had been rejected by the 
majority of the people, because the 
regime then in power rejected him 
and he did that which was not law- 
ful, in eating the shewbread. 

Jesus was sent to be the King of 
the Jews. They had rejected Him be- 
cause the religious regime then in 
power rejected Him. Jesus means to 
convey this idea to them that I, like 
David was anointed to be your king, 
by God’s own messenger and _ like 
David I have been rejected, so your 
ordinances do not mean anything to 
me or the family that I shall after- 
wards have.” For in Matthew 11:28 
after He had predicted judgment up- 
on the principal cities of Jewery for 
rejecting Him, He gives the new mes- 
sage. Not this time a message of the 
kingdom for the Jews, but a message 
of personal and individual  disciple- 
ship, when He says, “Come unto me 
all ye that labor and are heavy laden 
and I will give YOU rest.” Again He 
gives the Jews to understand that He 
has turned His back upon them as 
a nation. In the 48th and 50th verses 
of Matthew, 12th chapter when He 
says, “Who is my mother? and who 
are my brethren? Behold my mother 
and my brethren. For whosoever shall 
do the will of my Father which is in 
Heaven, the same is my brother and 
sister and mother.” These were cut- 
ting remarks against the keeping of 
the Jewish ordinances, of which keep- 
ing the Sabbath was one, and the Jews 
understood them better by far, than 
many of we Gentiles. 

So when James, gave his sentence 
in Acts 15:19, he did not act without 
a precedent, but he must have based 
his decision upon the action of Jesus, 
when he said, For it seemed good 
to the Holy Ghost and to us, TO LAY 
UPON YOU NO GREATER BURDEN 
than these necessary things; that ye 
abstain from meats offered to idols, 
and from blood and from _ things 
strangled and from fornication; from 


























— 
that you have in this world—think- 
ing as you please. I do not profess 
to be a great scholar in prophecy, 
but I do honestly believe one thing, 
and that is, regardless of your bap- 
tism now and power with God, be- 
fore the catching away of the Bride 
of Christ, the trials, tribulations and 
persecutions are going to be such 
that all of the baptized saints of God 
are going to “get in or get out,” that 
is, they will see and flock together 
into Spiritual Israel’s kingdom or 
else refuse, rebel and go down and 
fail to go up. Some people are fools 
and some are “as” fools. We may 
seem to see quite a difference in the 
two now, but finally we do not see 
much difference in the consequence 
of the two. Amen.

which if ye keep. yourselves YE 
SHALL DO WELL. Acts 15:28, 29. If 
abstaining from the things above 
mentioned, is doing well, I have only 
one little quotation to make—‘Let 
us not be weary in well doing for in 
due season we shall reap, if we faint 
not.” Gal. 6:9. Notice please that quo- 
tation is given in the next verse af- 
ter we are told how to sow to the 
Spirit. Going back to the 15th chap- 
ter of Acts, let us notice how Peter 
understands the matter. “When there 
had been much disputing, Peter rose 
up and said, Men and brethren, ye 
know that a good while ago God made 
choice among us that the Gentiles by 
my mouth should hear the Gospel and 
believe. And God which knoweth the 
hearts bare them witness, giving them 
the Holy Ghost, even as He did unto 
us; and put no difference between 
us and them, purifying their hearts by 
faith. Now therefore WHY TEMPT 
YE GOD, TO PUT A YOKE UPON 
THE NECK OF THE DISCIPLES, 
WHICH NEITHER OUR FATHERS 
NOR WE ARE ABLE TO BEAR? 
But we believe that THROUGH THE 
GRACE OF THE LORD JESUS 
CHRIST WE SHALL BE SAVED, 
EVEN AS THEY.” Acts 15:7-11. 
Peter must have learned his lesson 
under Jesus for he was one of the 
Lord’s most earnest followers; and 
here we understand that to bring 
the Gentiles under the law of Moses, 
would be tempting God, and keeping 
the Sabbath was included in_ that 
law, or as Peter calls it, “A yoke.” 
He had not forgotten what the Lord 
said in Matthew 11:29, 30. “Take my 
yoke upon you and learn of ME; 
for I am meek and lowly in heart; 
and ye shall find rest unto your 
souls. FOR MY YOKE IS EASY AND 
MY BURDEN IS LIGHT.” And Peter 
knew that the yoke of the law and 
keeping the Sabbath was not the 
yoke that Jesus was speaking about, 
for as Peter says in Acts 15:10 the 
yoke some were trying to put on the 
Gentiles was such that neither they 
nor their fathers were able to bear it. 
Just the opposite to the yoke of Je- 
sus. Contrast them—the yoke of the 
law; heavy, so that no one was able 
to bear it; the yoke of Jesus—light 
so that we can have rest even while 
we bear it. 

No, the Sabbath was not, is not 
and never will be in a commandment 
for we Gentiles to keep and honor 
above any other day. The rest for us 
will be found in Isaiah 28:11, 12. “For 
with stammering lips and another 
tongue will he speak to this people. 
To whom he said, This is the _ rest 
wherewith ye may cause the weary 
to rest.”” There will be a time, ac: 
cording to the prophets and according 
to the statement of James in Acts 
15:16. “After this I will return and 
build again the tabernacle of 
David, which is fallen down and I 
will build again the ruins thereof 
and I will set it up again. At that 
time the Jews will keep the Sabbath 
and the keeping of it shall have Di- 
vine sanction. A divine sanction it 
has not had since Jesus turned His 
back upon the Jews and offered His 
yoke to whomsoever would come to 
Him, found in Matthew 11:28. But I 
would have you to remember the 
thing that will gain God’s approval 
of keeping the Sabbath, will be the 
accepting of Jesus, by the Jews as 
their King. “By grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of your- 
selves; it is the gift of God. Not of 
works (such as being circumcised, 
keeping the Sabbath etc.) lest any 
man should boast.” Eph. 2:8, 9. 

Thank God there can be no better 
than thous, from keeping the law, 
but we are, like the other fellow who 
prayed, “God be merciful unto me, a 
sinner.” So when we get our pardon, 
we know it is by the grace of God.
